Pedaling thru Paradise. 
Road-Testing an Ant and an HT 


Summer of "1 I had « cycling experince that, ike 
fine wine, lef lasting pleasant ste to sor over and over. 1 
Joined a group of 18 eyelist from Atlanta who did the famous 
“Glaciee/Waterton Loop” from Whitefish, Montans though 
Glcier and Waterton National Paks, and eventually back to 
Whitefish, Thad done this trp once before with a 
Bikecenteanal group. Ifyou ever get the chance, da itt 

Inthe 18:man group were thre hams, all quipped 
with 2 meter handhelds. Doo, KMAAS, Sam, WB4VSP, and 
T, WOIX, kept ia constant communication wing priztarily 
146.52 simpler, since very fow repeaters could be elahly 
cessed. The cate group did the 350 mile loop, while I was 
fortunate to have an tra week and willing companion for an 
‘adtional 350 miles through Glaser, Banf, and Kootenay 
National Parks in Canada. We stayed at cheap motels and 
‘youth hostels in this tae cycling paradise. The trip gave my 
‘current 2 meter setup a eal workout, and Tam glad 10 sy i 
passed with ying colors.

‘After experimenting with numerous 2M radi/antena 
bicyclemobile combinations over the yeas, Ihave found one 
that appears to be exceptional. Fint the radi, the Alico DI- 
FIT. F'm completely happy with it. I nicely compact and 
mouats easily to the sie of my Cannondale handlebar bag and 
cam be quickly put inside the bag when it rains 

Power fo this extended trip was provided by 8 °C 
allatise cells in the bot of the bug. This battery pack 
Tusied the entire two weeks with continous daytime 
‘monitoring in “batery saver” mode and escasional “medivm 
power" (IW) transmission, The remote speaker/ic. was 
Clipped to the handlebar bag. ‘This was the most annoying aad 
dangerous element of the set up — for my soltion to this 
problem see "The Bike Mike™ on page 2 of the Apal "92 
BMHA NewsLewer. 


‘The Antenna 

‘fier reading Harley's article in BMA (April 91) 
bout half wave antennas, I decided to try one, The approach 
is slighty different, but the results are excellent and ensy 10 
reproduce with stock pars A Larson "Kul Duckie" KDIS- 
TNGHIW with a Lari accessory spring and Radio Shack CB 
‘mirror mount (721937) form the basis of the systom, The 
‘moust and spring ere punted black to match my rack, The 
‘mount adapts without maison tothe Blackbur rack, and 
trie solid. 


Putting I Together 

Remove the anteana mounting hardware designed for 
LHP antennas, and replace it with x BNC featra. The hole is 
already the correct size. A liberal amount of Beat shrink 
‘tubing was applied to the loading soil/BINC connetoe to aid in 
mechanical igiity. It is mechanically more than adequate, 
sd the spring Will help in thowecocasions when you (and you 
‘will wing your leg iato it. If you re the cllspble 
‘whip, «replacement can be obtained from Larson for about $ 
tucks. T suppose this same arrangement could be adaped 10 
the other commercially available half wave antensas designed 
for HT's with similar results. With the spring, i is necenary 
to slightly. shorten the whip from muaximum—but it ie 
collapsible, and a quick SWR check will get the job done 
This antenna works better than anything Ihave ever ted ce 
the bike, and the total cos was only abot 50 backs,

"The old tube experimental rig that I was using in that 
July °57 QST photo went out with the junk a ong time ago. 
However, it worked quite well, went several miles on CW.

Use any stall AC 
transformer, Incidentally, if you puta rubber bose washer on 
your light genera, it wall Bot chew up your tre sidewall 
‘When connecting to bike wiring, choose connectors which pall 
loose easily in emergencies. Don’t use BNC and ober locking 
connectors to your person. 

plant puta “it” on the rear wheel of my curent 
10 speed, 20 I can recharge while using it an indoor tae, 
for even timing the cranks by hand. (Sort of an A-shaped 
tacket onthe rear axle.)

The riders choose mric century, half or quater 
century paths. Our clb covers all three routes and sweep the 
‘ours for tailing rider. In addition members with Hs or 
‘mobiles are positioned at racial tus and sa stops. 

The Orange County Ling Association discovered ws 
and wilizes several MOBs for ther "Cruising the Cont” ride 
from San Juan Capistapo to San Diego. This is an overnight 
fide and invites many riders who have never even changed a 
tie. MOB are spaced out cn th route and provide a relay 0 
sag wagons and sa. slope when needed, Last year we had 
several ncidents t0 report when autos and bikes on srets 
sade contact. 

"Most of us wie J antenna mounted on the ea rack 
‘This Js made of 3/16 stainless wel rod with brass base Which 


for over 100 miles with ICOM 2AT simplex. I bave a 
‘converted adapter that uses 12 GelCell and provides 11.2 V 
for about 2.5 watts out. Others ue newer rigs with GeiCall 
sod have good distance also 

‘We have avoided VOX for the elimination of heavy 
‘breathing oo ills and ramps. My headset PTT switch mounts 
‘on areflector bracket (without the reflector) where I can easily 
‘contro the rig with hands on the handlebars

Organizing Has Support of a Century Ride 

"As eng hams we're often asked to help with the 
communications for an orgnizd ride. Here are afew proven 
ed learned-ty-experieoce tip to make your efforts ccs 

"The first thing to do, weeks before the event, 0 gst 
in cont with the ride organizers, Exmpbasize that you are 
there to provide nsrvice to them, and that by Being involved 
ff the very begining, you can belp solve many of their 
logistical problems. Th ride organizes seldom have a he at 
tothe capsblites of amateur radi, and, as You mig expect, 
tost hams don't uodertand cycling. A good udertanding op 
front wil let you know how larg a staff you will ex. The 
tore you need the earlier they mas be rere 


Job Assignments 

‘Don't assume that your volunteers know what to do 
‘They will be looking to you for their job descriptions, Once 
the event start, it's to late to get everyone to understand what 
they are to do, A brief writen description of duties rally 
hips. (This description should include proper net protect) 
Each ham assigned toa rest stop needs to tke the initiative to 
‘2 in touch with the peron in charge of the stop. No one is 
foing to know thatthe guy with the squnwl box is there to 
belp if motbing is i 

Espevally during longer events, people will be 
sitchen and out, inching net cone. Trying to keep up 
‘eth what call i assigned to. what position it w Togs 
Tighinare, and not control has more important things 10 do. 
‘To knep control, make a ist ofall positions and give cach 
lucia! call ~ for instance, *Soack’ Stop Two". There will 
always be some bam who jut doesn't seem to be able to 
respond to his tactical call, Make note of those om the sect, 
nd if they don't respond tothe tactical call give their FCC 
Call, This Keeps vil talc moving, yet doesn't require net 
Control o figure out whois at all the stations. 


‘Maps and Stops 

Good maps are vital. Net control will be asked 
ietions all the tie. Hille can be formidable in some pats 
fof the country. Hf someone wants off the ide and aks a ham 
for direstions on the fastest way back to town, be caefl hat 
Sou or your erew doesn’t route them up an eight percent grade! 
‘Te same map provided w the riders needs to hein the bands 
ofthe radio operators 

Be sure to assign stop numbers for water sops oF 
snack stops. Know what facilies are at each stop. Assign 
top pumbers 60 that there ino coafsion as to which stop is 
‘on which route. Is op one on the 100 mile route the same a3 
Stop three oa the 25 ale route? This causes no cod of 
problems, so get it tablished early what scheme you are 
ting, then make sure all involved understand. 


Accident Reporting 

‘Watch for “old info, Occasionally riders will come 
fying into a rest top with news of an accident or other 
incident. This then dutflly reported to net control by the 
‘hum atthe stop Often this is something that happend eater

Often someone calls 
romthing important in, only to have net contol put thems on 
{indefinite hold while the frequency is being used to figure out 
vihich stop bas too many oranges. Certs types of trafic 
ould be moved to another’ frequency if posible. 
‘Occasionally, you will wan o let x non-ham actually use the 
‘io, but keep thie kind of operation toa minions. typically 
these poople try to we the radio like x phone. Doubling, 
speaking ton sfly, speaking too loudly all combine to slow 
things down.

'A few final thoughts: Know your repeater covernge, 
And try to use those bested 1 the location of the rie. If 
possible, bave everyone goto ther location before the day of 
fhe ride to work out any problems. And finally, be sure 
‘everyone has enough batlery power to lat their shift and then 
ome. Good fk!
